Luther Markle, 65-year-old farmer, 
was rescued at midnight Thursday 
from the flood-swept bank of Mud 
run in northeastern Adams county 
after clinging to a tree there for 
nearly five hours during an electrical 
storm that lashed the Heidlersburg- 
York Springs-Hampton triangle with 
torrents of rain, wind and hall. 
Markle and his horse and buggy 
were swept by high waters off a 
small submerged bridge, near Round 
Hill, as he was driving toward his 
Reading township home from Hamp­ 
ton about 6:30 p. rn. 
The horse, with parts of the buggy 
attached by the harness, was able 
to reach the banks while Markle 
caught hold of a small tree In waist- 
deep water on a submerged creek 
bank at least 700 feet below the 
bridge. The remainder of the buggy 
has not been found. 
Markle clung to the tree until 
shouts for help were heard by per­ 
sons living nearby.

On November 20, 1874: "Directors 
and several officers of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad arrived at Frederick, 
Md., and conferred with the officers 
of the Frederick and Pennsylvania 
Line Railroad. Purpose—To effect a 
lease of said road which runs from 
Frederick to Hanover, connecting 
there with V hat is called 'the Short 
Line’ to York, Pa., which has been 
recently constructed. It Is under­ 
stood that the Pennsylvania has al­ 
ready secured the road from Han­ 
over through Littlestown 
to the 
Maryland Line. Object of the com­ 
pany—To secure the road from the 
state line to Frederick and then ex­ 
tend to Washington, making a di­ 
rect route from York to Washing­ 
ton without going through Balti­ 
more.” 
Taken Over By Pennsy 
The Reading was a rival company 
trying to secure this lease, accord­ 
ing to the records of December 12, 
1874, but with no success. On Janu 
ary 8, 1875, a news item said: “Tile 
Pennsylvania Railroad company has 
leased the Frederick and Pennsyl­ 
vania Line Railroad and took charge 
of it on Monday. It is understood

SAYS IDENTITY 
OF WAR DEAD IS 
BEYOND DOUBT 


"The next of kin of service men 
whose bodies are brought back from 
military cemeteries overseas can 
rest assured that the bodies return­ 
er for burial in this country are 
those of their sons, husbands, or 
other relatives,” Sam Clarke, a rep­ 
resentative 
of 
the 
Philadelphia 
quartermaster’s depot, told a gath­ 
ering in the court house Thursday 
night called to discuss and explain 
the repatriation of World War II 
dead. 
“All of the bodies have been defi­ 
nitely identified, without the shad­ 
ow of a doubt,” Clarke said. Clyde 
E. Rankin, deputy adjutant general 
in charge of veterans’ affairs, was 
another speaker. 
Clarke explained that of all the 
bodies recovered, only six per cent 
remain unidentified, and that no 
notices were sent to next of kin 
where bodies could not be identi­ 
fied. 
Deplore Waning Interest 
Both speakers deplored what they 
termed a waning community Inter­ 
est in the burials of World War II 
dead, and declared that by present 
indications, by the time the last 
body is brought home, the burial 
will go unnoticed. 
"Every mother and every wife 
thinks her son or husband was the 
best soldier in the armed forces,” 
Clarke said. "They have the right to 
the interest of the entire community

Three of the four members of the 
winning 400 meter relay team —that 
team that w'on, was disqualified, 
and then was given first place after 
the official moving pictures were 
seen by a Jury of appeal—were ne­ 
groes — Barney 
Ewell, Lorenzo 
Wright, and Dillard. Whitfield an ­ 
chored the winning 1,600 meter re­ 
lay team. 
At Berlin an American negro was 
the big show — Jesse Owens, who 
won the IOO, 200 and broad jum p 
and ran on the winning relay team. 
In addition Archie Williams won 
the 400. John Woodruff won the 800, 
and Cornelius Johnson took the 
high Jump. 
Whitfield came closest to Owens’ 
performance. He won the 800 with 
a new Olympic record of 1:49.2, was 
a driving third in the 400, and got 
his second gold medal for the 1,600 
meter relay. Ewell was busy, too. 
He was a close second in both the 
IOO and 200 and finally got hts first 
place medal for the 400 meter relay.
